ral Ruine, NV Vhich Favouritesare ſtill the Forwardeſt 
in any dangerous Revoit, againſt their Maker. For 
whoſoever Askes and Gerts more than befits a Prince ro 
Give him; as in the Obtainjng of it he preferr'd his Own 
Good to his Maſters, ſo ſhall he inthe Keeping of it; 
and joyn his Intereſts with the ſtronger Party.

ready; and forthe other Three ſorts of People above-men-

NCer this notion, ( Oux Sxryss ) we under-

Reaſon of the Deſizn, and the Humour of the Party to 


be wrought upon. -It will require nct only Conſtancie, 
but Skll, ſo ro demean our ſelves, as to ſcape Over- 
(izhts, and yer not daſh upon Di#emper : for we are to 
encounter, both artificial Flatteries, and ſharp Provoca- 


11025; and {0 in danger to milcarry, either upon Facilie 
ty or Paſſion. . | 
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Some are (w-ſighted , and Thoſe they ſtartle into 
Fears and Fealonſits , concerning Religion, Privileges, 
the Fundamental Lawes , &c. Matters which being 
little undcerſtond, and much eſteem<d, are of preat &t- 
fk with the Common people. Not to be over-ſtrit; 
Some they Seduce , Others they Corrupt, and betwixt 
ſuch as wantenther Braynes , or Honeſty, they make up 
their Party. 

Machiaved, and Experience are two great Maſters; 
and they have learn'd from Both, that to Deffroy 4 Prince, 
the (ureſt way s to begin with the generality of the Peop.e, 
whom 1f they can bur once poſleſs with an Opinion, 
that the King defignes upon the Freedome of their E- 
fates, and Conſciences, the work's halt done. To which 
end, they themſelves contrive, neceſſitate, nay and Im- 
poſe, ( tho' privily ) thoſe very Grizvances, whereof 
they likewiſe prove the firſt Complainers : charging 
upon his Maj<ſty , what was done onely by their own 
Procurement, and for Their Berefir, They handle the 
Rabble as they do Elephants , they digg the Pit Them- 
ſelves, and when they have entrapped them, Ancther 
muſt be employed to ſtrike, and to enrage the Beaſt; 
They forſooth out of Zeale, and Pity to the poor 
Creature, Interpoſe 5 take the Elephants part, and 
by appearing to remove the Injuryes they Cauſed. winn, 
and Reclayme the Beaſt. But intheend, the Elephant 
ſerves Them , not They the Elephant. 

Let us alittle obſerve, how they have already ſtrew'd 
the way to their Deſign. | 

. With Reverence to the Anthority of the ARt of 1x: 
demnity , and with: ſubmiſſion to the Force, and Reaſon 
of it : wee'l begin Therezand underſtand it aSa mixture

This Ac makes them Maſters, in effeR, of the Bog. 
ty of Three Narions : ( bating Crown, and Church. 
Lands ) and all they have gotten by a Griping Rebellipy, 
and Yſurpation of allmoſt twenty years Continuance, 
they may now call their Owne; thoſe People that 
Conteſted to preſerve the Law, being, by theſe Peyj: 
tents, abandoned to the Comfort of an irreparable, by; 
an Honoxrable ruine, 

To what they had gettex before, let us adde the Dt 
they left in Arriere both at Sea , and Land ; together 
with what they have beeg'd fince, in Monry, Land, and 
Of ice. Truly all this put together, one would think 
might ſatisfie a Reaſonable ſort of People. 

Now to look a little the other way. The Xing can- 
not but have contracted great Debts, his Ave Friends 
are Begger'd : and Thole whoſe 7nclinations were but 
ſ«ſpected Loyal, have {marted ſufficiently for it. Come 
ro the Generalityz ye ſhall not find quick Mony enough 
to keep Commerce alive, all wanting, and complaining, 
Now lct us Rationally conſider, 

Whither does this Condition of the Publique tend ; and 
wyence 4ves it proceed ? 


The Kings Debts mult be Pay, his Revenue ſetled, 
his Guards watntained; and beyond all This, / in com- 
mon view, 2 Foren war inevitable. (The Relicf of his 
Majeſties Friends, -is a thing but by the By ; that gocs 
for nothing.) All this is neceſſary to be done, bur 
Where, How, whence, ( without a Hine) who canima- 
eine? A General Impoſition will hardly turniſh it, 
the Treaſure of the Nation being drawn into ſo fiw 
hands ., and They too havethe wit to keep it cloſe, for 
Hd divers 
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divers reaſons3 as well to conceal their prodigious, and 
» moſt unconſcionable Gettings , as to ſecuretheir After. 
game 3 which theyare provident enough to expeR. 

To rayſe theſe Weceſſory and Large Summes, if com- 
S mon, and formal wayes will not ſuffice, Others leſſe ac- 
it | ceptable muſt be thought upon. So that upon the 
JÞ whole , either his Majefy cannot be ſupplyed, evenin 
ve U thoſe Exigencies which moſt concern the Honour, and 
the Safety of the Ntion: or elſe rhe Generality muſt ſufe 
fer exccedingly Wy rhe Preſſure; to which ſome further 
trouble may poſlibly ariſe even_ from the manner of 
Impoſing it. 

When Diſcontents come to this Ripexeſſe , then is the 
time for the Old Patriots to put in again, aud mourn over 
the Gppreſſed. They (hall ſhew the People what is 
avainſt 3ſagua Charts, and the Petition of Right, the 
Law of the Land, andthe Liberty of the Sabjec?, Then 
ſhall they with all Dutyfall Reverence hambly declare to his 
Sacred Majeſty that it « their Anticnt and Undonbted 
NB RIGHT, & Lo | 

In ſhort, Great Payments will certainly cauſe Great 
ind N Difquiets ; and there are thoſe will take advantage of 
them. 

This is the Clear and natural tendencie of Aﬀeairs; 
and it behoves us to provide and Arm our ſclyes againſt 
the Malice of it : which may be done, by a ſober En- 
quirie into the Grounds, and Cauſes ; —-by whoſe 
Contrivance and Deſign, the Publique lyes reduced to 
this Extreme Neceſſity. 

The war occaſioned our Deſtruition : but who occa- 
honed the War ? weell only anſwer for our ſelves : that 
the Cavaliers Cauſe was as good as the Kings Titleto 
tne Crown. Briefly, Thoſe that have robb'd the _ 

que 
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liquet0 Eur/ch themſelves, arethe- Cauſe why the Pub. 
lique-is not able to [Support ſe elf 'z Forferred  Bftates 
would bave'fet Alldear, without taking in ciciter the 
Army Officers, or the: Converted Cavaliers intorthe Rec- 
koning. Nay more, they might have beenJefr-yct ber- 
rer then chey bzpan, for they have been oþ itt Rusbands 
of their Pillage. Burt ſo was the Statc-of the Nation 
reprefented to his Majeſtic, and fuch: was his Royzl 
Goodneſſe, that he«thought fir to remit allz and tis 
our Duty not to murmur at it : 'only let vs nat for. 
pct, _ It comes to the Queſtion, by what hand we 

riſh. 
Y To conclude, their Deſigns are frivolous, if we our 
ſelves do not affiſt them, either by Creditive againf 
our Reaſon, or by Joyning with them againſt our Duty, 

Theſe are 'our. Opez and Kzown. Adverſaries, ( it we 
can ſee or kzow any thing ) but there's another ſor, 
which only time muſt :unmaſque, and againſt whom, 
'this Caution ( for the preſence ) ſhall ſuffice,
